“The fact of the matter is,” 
said Chief of Police Nate R. Ha- 
gan, “we haven't got a single man 
in our records that we can put 
our finger on as a likely suspect.’ 

A coroner's verdict of death by 
strangulation was returned yester- 
day. The inquest was brief, with 
only Chief Hagan and the autopsy 
physician, Dr. M. Pinson Neal, 
professor of pathology in the Uni- 
versity of Missouri Medical School, 
testifying.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Capt. A. D. Kramer told Senate- 
House investigators today that he 
never heard of any order for Navy 
Department personnel to destroy 
personal memoranda concerning 
events preceding Japan’s Dec, 7, 
1941, attack on Pear] Harbor. 

He said he was “astonished” 
when he learned Capt. L. F. Saf- 
ford had testified last week that 
such an order from Adm. Harold 
R. Stark, chief of naval opera- 
tions, was passed orally through 
the Navy Department a few days 
after the attack. 

Capt. Safford testified he. re- 
layed the order to Capt Kramer. 
He said naval personnel were told 
such memoranda might fall into 
hands of persons who would use 
it in a “whispering” campaign 
against R. Adm. Husband E. Kim- 
mel, Pacific fleet commander 
when the Japanese struck Hawaii. 

Both captains were on duty in 
the naval communications section 
here at the time. 

Capt. Kramer also testified: 

He never joined in a campaign 
to clear Adm. Kimmel “or any- 
body else” of blame for the Pear] 

Harbor catastrophe. 

He believes now an 
Winds message” he saw on Dec. 5, 
1941, was a “false alarm.” There 
were “six or eight” false alarms 
that a message in the Japanese 
winds code had been received, he 
added. 

He is confident Navy file 
JD-1:7001, which the committee 
has been informed contains only 
a single sheet of paper bearing the 
words “file canceled,” never con- 
tained a “winds” message. 

Asked whether any messages 
were destroyed while he was in 
charge of those files, Capt Kra- 
mer replied: 

“Not unless we had two identi- 
ca] messages, one of which dupli- 
cated the other.” 

Capt. Kramer also said it was 
inconceivable that the high com- 
mand “framed” Adm. Kimmel or 
any other person to be a scapegoat | 
for the Dec. 7, 1941, disaster. 

Representative Cooper (Dem.), | 
Tennessee, posed the questions | 
which brought these replies. | 

Capt. Kramer testified yesterday | 
that he did not see, as Capt. Saf- 
ford had contended, a message on 
Dec. 4 which meant that Japan 
was going to war with the United 
States and Britain. 

Instead, he said, he saw on Dec. 
5S an intercepted Japanese code 
message which indicated a break 
in relations with Britain only. 

Capt. Kramer testified a watch 
officer showed him the Dec, 5 
message and the two went with it

Safford sent it on to R. Adm, 
Leigh Noyes, chief of naval com- 
munications.

Homma Returns to Stand. 

Earlier today, Homma tried to 
shift the blame for atrocities com- 
mitted by Japanese soldiers in 
Manila to the man who command- 
ed military police and civil affairs 
there, Concluding two days on the 
stand in his own defense against 
war crimes charges, Homma said 
he believed he was ‘“‘absolved from 
responsibility” for atrocities that 
occurred in Manila during the 
time he was on Bataan, March 1 
to May 9, 1942. 

A Gen. Hayashi was in charge 
of the military government in 
Manila and consequently was re- 
sponsible for military police and 
civil affairs, he testified.

The document also includes new 
economic and social rights, such 
as the right to work, the right to 
share the benefits of science, the 
right to social security and the 
right to education. 

The 90-page draft now goes to 
the various American govern- 
ments for final approval as an an- 


nex to the charter of the Pan- 
American Union being drawn up 
by the union’s governing board. 
The declaration begins with the 
right of life and follows with the 
rights of personal liberty, freedom 
of speech and expression, freedom 
of religious worship, freedom of 
assembly and freedom of associa- 
tion. Then come the rights to pe- 
tition the government, to own 
property, to a nationality, to free- 
dom of family relations, to be free 
from arbitrary arrest, to fair trial, 


and to participate in elections. 
The declaration concludes with 
the right of equality before law. 
Charles Fenwick, United States 
representative on the juridicial 
committee, commenting on the 
article on freedom of speech and 
expression, said this “includes the 
special and highly privileged right 
of freedom of the press.” 
“Freedom of speech and free- 
dom of the press are essential con- 
ditions for a peaceful world. In 


a state which denies these essen- 
tial freedoms, which closes the 
channels of communication and 
shuts off sources of information, 
a condition is created which is a 
direct obstacle to friendly under- 
standing with other states.” 

In addition to Fenwick, mem- 
bers of the juridical committee 
are Francisco Campos of Brazil, 
Felix Mieto Del Rio of Chile and 
Antonio Gomez Robledo of Mex-

For a State Health Board 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One of the most important issues be- 
fore the Legislature concerns the form 
of organization of the Department of 
Public Health and Welfare. A Senate 
committee recommends vesting control 
in a single official appointed by the 
Governor. The Missouri Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for Organization of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health and Welfare fa- 
vors a policy-making citizen board with 
staggered terms. 

Twenty-five years’ observation and 
study of state welfare programs under 
various forms of organization convince 
me that the single-headed department 
has generally proved inferior to the 
citizen board. Reasons follow: 

1. A citizen board with overlapping 
terms tends to provide continuity of pol- 
icy and administration. Interruptions 
of programs due to changes of admin- 
istrators by Governors tend to keep 
health and welfare programs mediocre, 
The danger is especially great in Mis- 
souri, where the Governor is frequently 
of a different party from his predeces- 
sor. The wide variety of services em- 
braced by the Missouri department re- 
quires an Al administrator and co-ordi- 
nator as director. It will be impossible 
to secure men or women of high caliber 
for this position unless security of ten- 
ure is assured. 

2. The use of the citizen board is in 
accordance with the spirit of the new 
Constitution, which provides’ such 
boards for the departments of educa- 
tion, conservation and highways. 

3. Manv health and welfare services 
are particularly susceptible to public 
neglect and the inefficient administra- 
tion which results from it. The patient 
in the mental hospital cannot effectively 
protest if he does not receive proper 
care, whereas the citizen can protest if 
his home lacks fire protection or water 
supply. The board of public-spirited 
citizens furnishes better protection for 
the wards of the state than a single of- 
ficial at the head of the department. 

Attention should also be called to the 
range and character of the organiza- 
tions represented by the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee. They include the Missouri As- 
sociation for Social Welfare, League of 
Women Voters of Missouri, Missouri 
Hospital Association, the Missouri chap- 
ters of the American Association of So- 
cial Workers, American Association of 
Psychiatric Social Workers (Missouri 
members), Missouri District of the 
American Association of Medical Social 
Workers, Missourl Association of Osteo- 
pathic Physicians and Surgeons, Mis- 
souri Social Hygiene Association, Mis- 
souri Society for Crippled Children, 
Forty-and-Eight, Women’s Bar Associa- 
tion of Missouri, Missouri Dietetic As- 
sociation, Missouri Welfare League, 
Missouri State Nurses’ Association and 
the Missouri Federation of Women’s 
Clubs.

Some Anti-Eviction Exceptions 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The problem presented. in your edi- 
torial last Saturday, “Protection Against 
‘Undesirables,” and the letter from Inez 
Schick, “Suggestion to OPA,” may be 
solved somewhat by the provisions in 
both the rent regulation for housing 
and the rent regulation for hotels and 
rooming houses exempting the following 
Situation from the eviction provisions: 

Section 6 (1) of the rent regulation 
for housing provides the following ex- 
ceptions from Section 6 (which deals 
with the removal of tenants): 

“(3) One or two occupants in land- 
lord's residence. The provisions of this 
Section shal] not apply to an occupant 
of a furnished room or rooms not con- 
stituting an apartment located within 
the residence occupied by the landlord 
or his immediate family, where such 
landlord rents to not more than two oc- 
cupants within such residence. 

“(4) Renting to family in landlord's 
residence. The provisions of this sec- 
tion shall not apply to a family which 
. on or after Aug. 1, 1943, moves into a 
furnished room or rooms not constitut- 
ing an apartment located within the 
residence occupied by the landlord or 
his immediate family, where such Jande 
lord does not rent to any persons withe 
in such residence other than those in 
the one family.” 


The same exceptions are contained in 


the rent regulation for hotels and room- 
ing houses.

The State Bonus Proposal 


The Missouri Legislature’s present concern 
over a soldier bonus shows little awareness of 
what veterans need most: housing and employ- 
ment. A cash present will not seem so generous 
to the thousands of ex-service men now looking 
for homes and jobs. 

The measure being prepared for the Legisla- 
ture is a proposed constitutional amendment. It 
would permit a $150,000,000 bond issue, to pay 
for individual bonuses up to a maximum of 
$400. The bonds would be paid off by adding 
2 per cent to the State’s present 2 per cent sales 
tax. 

What is wrong with this proposition? First, 
the method of paying for the bonus is unjust. 
A sales tax ignores ability to pay, falls heavily 
on necessities and burdens the poor. At the 
rate of 2 per cent, a veteran easily could give 
enough to the State Treasury in a decade to pay 
his own bonus. He won’t be deceived into be- 
lieving that a bonus raised in this way is more 
than an Indian gift. 

The worst of a sales tax is that, once imposed, 
it is hard to get rid of. Our present sales levy 
Was supposed to be a temporary emergency 
measure, back in depression days, but it is still 
with us. If another 2 per cent is added, vet- 
erans and the rest of us will be saddled with a 
4 per cent tax long after the bonus has been 
paid off. 

Furthermore, in providing for cash aid to vet- 
erans, the bonus proposal ignores both the eco- 
nomic temper of the times and what the Gls 
really need. In this inflationary period, money 
is cheap, and a cash bonus may look cheap. What 
good will $150,000,000 more do when added to 
the present abundance of cash? What harm 
might it not do in adding to the scarcity and 
cost of goods and services which veterans need? 

A cash grant won't last long if a veteran 
cannot get on a payroll, and it won’t mean much 
anyhow if he can’t find shelter for his family. 
GI polls show that what ‘the men want most 
is the promise of a job and security. And it 
doesn’t require a poll to show that they will 
want homes desperately. By the end of this year, 
3,500,000 veterans are expected to be looking for 
houses. 

While responsibility for providing security 
and housing is widespread, the Missouri Legis- 
lature ought to consider what its share of that 
responsibility will be. The legislators might 
study the California plan of home-purchase lend- 
ing for veterans as an addition to Federal GI 
loans. They might see what New York State has 
done to encourage and finance local housing pro- 
jects. Certainly the Legislature should delay no 
longer in setting aside the $18,000,000 approved 
for use in postwar employment projects, pro- 
vided that the work is deferred until all avail- 
able construction manpower and materials are 
no longer needed to meet the housing crisis: 

A dispatch from Jefferson City yesterday 
gives one example of what the Legislature can 
do for returning soldiers and sailors. The House 
Committee on Appropriations recommended a 
measure which would permit a $10,733,500 con- 
struction program for veterans’ housing at the 
eight State schools. This is the sort of realistic 
help which our ex-Gls Have a right to expect, 
instead of a bonus gift that is not a gift. 

Perhaps our legislators cannot be expected to 
take: the political risk of opposing a soldier 
bonus. But they must consider how large a bonus 
the State can afford. They must consider a just 
means of taxation td pay for it. Above all, they 
must consider housing and employment legisla- 
tion, to put first things first in showing Mis- 
souri’s gratitude to its war veterans. 
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The dirty linen being aired in Washington

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No Beginning in Korea 

Whatever the three-wéek conference between 
the Russian and United States occupation forces 
in Korea accomplished, the results are disap- 
pointing because they did not touch on the fun- 
damental question of its re-unification. 

The announcement by a member of the staff 
of Maj. Gen. A. V. Arnold, chief of the United 
States delegation, that only “urgent problems” 
and no long-range issues, including unification, 
were discussed, is tragically ironic. 

Could there possibly be a more urgent prob- 
lem than the restoration to each other of parts 
of a country that cannot exist separately—par- 
ticularly when dismemberment has become a 
burning symbol of national injustice in the 
minds of the people whose country it is? 

The United States and Russia will begin to 
get somewhere in Korea when they bring the 
agricultural South and the industrial. North back 
into one nation. It will be only a beginning.

out it.

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It Should Never Have Happened 


St. Louis public schools are open again today, 
after their three-day shutdown, because the 
Board of Education has finally agreed to do 
what it should have done weeks ago—to nego- 
tiate with the AFL Custodians’ and Matrons’ 
Union as to its claims for wage increases. As- 
sured last night that their case would finally be 
considered, the strikers speedily voted to return 
to work. 

Much as the union may be condemned for its 
overt act in going on strike, the fact remains 
that the board’s stubborn attitude provoked the 
walkout, and its continued refusal to accept ar- 
bitration prolonged the school shutdown. There 
was nothing to negotiate, nothing to arbitrate, 
nothing to do fact-finding about, board spokes- 
men contended. This attitude now is fortunately 
reversed, and the reversal has borne fruit in 
the custodians’ return to work. 

If the board had seriously considered the wage 
claims at the start, instead of dismissing them 
arbitrarily as not even meriting discussion, there 
is a good chance that the strike would not have 
happened. As it is, the school children of St. 
Louis have been penalized, but it is to be hoped 


that a valuable lesson has been taught to the 
board, and to all others in the community who 
deal with employe problems. That lesson is: 
Open minds and orderly bargaining are a good 
way of preventing strikes. 
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A Calloused Vote 


What, but a calloused disregard for the home- 
less, can explain the adverse 14-to-l1l1 House 
Banking Committee vote on price ceilings for 
the existing housing supply? 

On this particular point, not even the specious 
argument applies that ceilings would deter new 
construction. The proposed control, moreover, 
is as mild as anyone could reasonably want. By 
fixing the ceiling at the first sale price after 
enactment, it would avoid causing hardship to 
any owner. Even those who bought at already 
inflated prices would be protected against loss. 

The proposed formula would, in fact, only put 
an end, after that next sale, to speculative ex- 
tortion from véterans and others who must buy 
because they must live somewhere and can find 
no place to rent. Is it-not evident, then, that 
a majority of the committee would rather be 
friends with the real estate brokers and specu- 
lators than with the mere distressed multitudes 
who would not want, even if they had the means, 
to pay $10,000 (half down) for houses and lots 
that cost $7000 before the war and have not 
been maintained too well in the interim? 

It appears at the moment that too many plain 
people have disregarded President Truman's 
suggestion that they get in touch with their 
representatives in Congress, while the specula- 
tors’ spokesmen never needed such a sugges- 
tion. That default could still be corrected, but 
time grows short and it would take a really 
heavy turn-out to turn the scales. 
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And Eradicate the Rats 

One point more needs be drawn from that 
memorable photograph in Tuesday’s Post- 
Dispatch of a squad of rats feeding from cook- 
ing vessels in a St. Louis restaurant kitchen. 
More than words possibly could, the picture de- 
mands a strong restaurant sanitation ordinance 
without further temporizing. It also demands 
all-out war on the rodent population. 

Both matters have been cussed and discussed, 
committeed and surveyed. But the rats do not 
seem to have read the reports, At least, they 
have not removed their filthy presence. Both 
matters have strung along for years; both have 
been in the forefront of attention during the 
last year. Meanwhile, rats and disease germs 
multiply happily together. 

It seems that at last we are about to get a 
real restaurant ordinance. That is because the 
people have finally risen in their wrath and 
demanded it. But the rat nuisance has also 
grown from civic laxness, and restaurant sani- 
tation can hardly be raised to and kept at decent 
levels until the rats are attacked directly and 
unremittingly with the community’s resources. 

So, while public indignation is still high in 
the one matter, it should be turned with equal 
force to the other. 
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A Move for Industrialists’ Trials 

Justice Jackson’s protests against the failure 
to try German industrialists at Nuernberg,: and 
his recent radio talk on the subject to a GI 
audience, are apparently having their effect. At 
least the British are thinking hard on the sub- 
ject, for a spokesman for their prosecution staff 
at the international tribunal said yesterday that 
indictment of a score or more of Hitler’s eco- 
nomic allies was being discussed. 3 

It had better. be discussed, and decided upon, 
if the roots of chronic German war-making are 
to be pulled up and destroyed this time. Fail- 
ure to take action against the industrialists 
was one of the Allies’ big mistakes after World 
War I. The munitions makers, cartel kings and 
financial overlords promptly began preparing 
for a second German try at world conquest, and 
the Nazis found powerful accomplices available 
for that purpose when they seized power. If 
these gentry get off scot-free this time, as Jus- 
tice Jackson fears they will, German militarism 
will have won a postwar victory. 
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A Repudiation of Stelle 

A sound sense of public responsibility was 
shown by the Council of Service Officers, repre- 
senting American Legion posts in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, when it repudiated the at- 
tack on Gen. Omar N, Bradley, made by John 
Stelle, national American Legion commander. 
It now appears obvious that Stelle, an Illinois 
politician, overreached himself in an attempt to 
assert his control over the United States Vet- 
erans’ Administration headed by Gen. Bradley. 

The council officers, furthermore, have de- 
manded that Stelle’s attack on Bradley be re- 
pudiated by the national executive committee of 
the Legion. Until this is done, dissociation of 
the American Legion from the irresponsible and 
demagogic acts of Stelle will not be complete. 
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Gains in the Smoke Drive 

The smoke elimination campaign in East St. 
Louis and other East Side communities may 
seem to a casual observer like a case of much 
ado and little done. The latest development, 
for instance, consists merely of a suggestion by 
the Area Smoke Committee that the local com- 
munities go forward, and a pledge to do so by 
representatives of the 18 communities in the 
area group. But the tenor of these discussions 
is decidedly encouraging, and that is highly im- 


_ portant. 


There are good signs that the cause of clean 
air has found substantial local support on the 
East Side, and that the support will grow as 
the true facts about smoke elimination become 
more widely known. Most specifically, the East 
Side communities will have to decide for them- 
selves that the prosperity of their coal-mining 
industry does not require pollution of the air. 
The facts, rather than the prejudices, on this 
point are already beginning to make themselves 
felt. 

The side of smoke elimination will prevail 
when it is recognized as generally as it should 
be that that is the side the communities’ own 
bread is buttered on. Recognition of this basic 
fact seems definitely on the increase.

German people have learned little from defeat and are not im- 
pressed with work of our Military Government, writer says; AMG 
of scems more interested in efficiency than in promoting democracy; 
non-Nazis won't accept posts of leadership for fear of reprisals.

With the establishment of American Mili- 
tary Government over a quarter of Ger- 
many and 15,000,000 Germans, we under- 
took the most difficult’ and important for- 
eign political task in our history. We are 
not doing well at it. 

Our Berlin headquarters is deadlocked in 
disagreements with our allies. Our Mili- 
tary Government, which redeployment is 
rapidly stripping of its experienced men, 
is becoming a laughingstock in the Reich. 
And the population, which has learned lit- 
tle from defeat, is not impressed by our 
works or representatives. 


Apathy in stunned, post-surrender Ger- 
many is wearing off. Almost all classes 
of Germans hate Americans with increas- 
ing violence. They dream of revenge 
against the people who bombed their cities 
to rubble and upset their profitable dom- 
ination of Europe. And they cling, with- 
out contrition, to arrogant militarism, anti- 
Semitism and other Nazi ideas. 


Hundreds of thousands of young Germans 
released from prisoner-of-war camps are 
now returning home. They are a sullen, 
bitter lot—these swaggering men who 
lounge on street corners and spit osten- 
tatiously when an American goes by. They 
are gradually organizing for trouble. 


Hitler Is Still Admired 


As yet, these “resistance cells” have done 
little more than paint slogans on walls, 
slash tires of American military cars, string 
decapitating wires across roads and beat 
up GIs in lonely places after dark, But 
they are growing bolder. 


The German has learned little from his 
disaster. In a Rhineland Bierstube, I over- 
heard two typical middle-aged workmen, 
who were listening to one of our broad- 
casts. “What do we want with this lib- 
erty that the Americans are always yap- 
ping about? What we need is a strong 
man to get us out of this mess,” said one. 
“Hitler wasn’t 
one like 


“Ja,” answered the other. 
so bad. If we only had another 
that.” 

A Ruhr industrialist squeezed my arm 
confidentially. “We must have an army 
again. We are your only bulwark against 
the Russians, Hitler was right about them, 
you know.” 

Very few of our Military Government 
officers speak German, have ever been in 
Germany before, or have more than a su- 
perficial knowledge of the Germans’ his- 
tory, politics or psychology. When mili- 
tary goverrment was designed, it was in- 
tended to run the Reich only for the first 
few months of the occupation, 


Blunders in Political Affairs 


The Military Government teams that 
went into Germany wWith our invasion troops 
did their original job well. In ruined Mu- 
nich, Augsburg and Frankfurt, streetcars 
and water mains functioned again in jig- 
time, police and fire departments were 
quickly orgarfized, food distribution was ef- 
ficient, and the Germans were impressed. 
But in things political, our Military Gov- 
ernment began to blunder. 

For example, the first Military Governor 
of Bavaria, Col, Charles E, Keegan, ex- 
perienced in city government as a Council- 
man of New York, promptly entrusted the 
government of Germany’s most important 


Province to the leaders of the “Bavarian 
People’s party,” a notorious stronghold of 
the Nazis and militarists. 

The Colonel “thought it was all right,” 
because the party’s chiefs seemed to be 
respectable and expressed all the right sen- 
timents about American democracy. With- 
in a few weeks, the City Hall was staffed 
with so many loyal Nazis that it became 
known to the Munich citizens as the “New 
Brown House.” 


Fear of a Nazi Comeback 


Most MG specialists seem to prefer to 
have their trolleys, schools and police de- 
partments running well under Nazis than 
to “waste time searching out non-Nazis who 
usually can’t do the job nearly as well any- 
way,” as one of them put it. 


Anti-Nazis at first sent deputations to 
MG, but soon crawled back into their holes. 


One German I had known before the war 
was terrified by an offer from MG of a 
Mayor's job. “Good héavens!” he said. “Do 
you think I want to go to a concentration 
camp again four or five years from now, 
when the Nazis are back in power?” 


Even in the highest MG quarters, one 
finds the most astonishing sentiments ex- 
pressed. Gen. Patton’s classic remark— 
that the difference between Nazis and anti- 
Nazis was about the same as the difference 
between Democrats and Republicans—I 
have heard in dozens of forms. 


Headquarters has tried hard to pull sub- 
ordinate officers together into a singleness 
of purpose like that of the Russians and 
British, who know exactly what they are 
supposed to do, and do it. But redeployment 
is rapidly taking the high-point officers 
who had acquired at least a working knowl- 
edge of their problems. They are being 
replaced, haphazardly, by low-point men 
who generally have no qualifications for 
their jobs, and little enthusiasm. 


Germans Think Ill of Us 


The Germans are watching these devel- 
opments carefully. And they have come to 
some pretty definite conclusions about us, 
German youth, accustomed to the heady 
champagne of Nazi banners and parades, 
finds the scattered football fields which we 
provide and the schools which halfhearted- 
ly teach our doctrines weak tea indeed. 


The elders, Nazis and non-Nazis alike, 
realize that we have no intention of stay- 
ing very long. Our inexpert Military Gov- 
ernment has frightened the really dem- 
ocratic elements into lethargy. 

We have a choice. Either we force the 
War, State and other Government depart- 
ments concerned to set up a competent or- 
ganization to police Germany permanently, 
or we will see Hitler’s ghost,

lowering production costs; net profits need 

not be disturbed. 

Following the farmers’ lead, labor, con- 
vinced that no opponent holds a trump card 
up its sleeve, would gracefully accept lower 
wages, becausé of the reduction in the cost 
of living made possible by low food prices. 
In turn, employers of labor would be will- 
ing to lower the prices of their products. 

All along the line, net income would not 
suffer; demand would increase as prices de- 
clined and volume would expand. More 
workers would be needed. The total en- 
joyment of life would be greater for every- 
body. It is as simple as that, provided, of 
course, farmers would lead the way.

Mr. Faulkner, author of the controversial 
“Plowman’s Folly,” is convinced that farm- 
ers are the logical group to do this because 
many crops can be grown for considerably 
less than half their present cost. The im- 
mediate need, in his opinion, is a drastic 
change in both thought and practice re- 
garding the soil. Tillage methods are too 
wasteful of soil fertility. The moldboard 
plow is guilty of tragic soi] destruction, he 
says, and should be discarded, 

In condemning the plow, the author cites 
the Missouri wheat-lespedeza crop rotation 
in which plowing is minimized in favor of 
disking as an example of more productive 
farming.

Food 
surpluses are expected to lower farm prices 
soon, but the Government has set the stage 
for higher wages by increasing the pay of 
its civil service workers 20 “per cent.

LIMITED MAIL SERVICE 
T0 EUROPE RESTORED 


Letter Delivery to All Coun- 
tries but Germany — Parcel 
Post Barred in Some Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Civilian mail service has been re- 
to every European 


country except Germany — with 


‘certain restrictions, 
far-flung and complicated private | 


Parcel post packages cannot be 
sent to Bulgaria, Romania, Aus- 
tria, the Baltic states and certain 
parts of Italy, but a post office 
official said today, “we're ready 


'to go with parcel post to these 


countries as soon as we hear from 
them.” 

In the case of Austria, he 
added, “we're waiting for  per- 
mission from the occupation au- 
thorities.” 

Parcel post packages for Euro- 
pean countries whose international 
mail service was stopped or in- 
terrupted during the war are lim- 
ited to 11 pounds each. Not more 
than one parcel a week (one every 
two weeks for Greece) may be 
mailed from one sender to one 
addressee, 

The maximum dimensions are 
three feet, six inches in length 
and six feet for length and girth 
combined. 

Here is the current status of 
mail service to European coun- 
tries:

Ordinary 
parcel post packages accepted. 

ITALY (provinces of Gorizia, 
Pola, Fiume and Zara 
only)—Letters not exceeding two 
ounces in weight and post cards. 
Registration permitted. Air mail 
articles limited to two ounces in 
weight. No special delivery serv- 
ice. No parcel post service ex- 
cept to cities of Trieste, Pola and 
Gorizia. 

The Post Office Department 
means mail between civilians in 
this country and civilians abroad 
when it refers to civilian mail. 
The existing conditions outlined 
by the department do not include 
packages or mail frim a civilian 
in this country to a member of the 
United States armed forces in 
Europe. Mail from civilians to 
soldiers in Europe is generally 
handled through the Army post 
office system.

More signed contracts have been 
received this year than at the 
same time in 1945, he said, though 
the only players known to be 
signed are Outfielder Enos Slaugh- 
ter and Infielder Emil Verban, a 
recent visitor. 

As for Third baseman George 
Kurowski's reported displeasure 
with terms, Breadon said Kurow- 
ski had been tendered an increase 
for having hit .3823 last season. 
The amount was not divulged. 

“You know,” Breadon said, smil- 
ing, “some of the boys hear rum- 
ors of fabulous sums offered for 
them by other clubs, and they 
get strange ideas. But those big 
sums are merely rumors.” 

“However, Kurowski is not for 
sale,” continued the Cardinals’ 
president, who said he had no 
other deals in mind after having

as writers, debaters or others.” 
The scholarship policy with. ref- 
erence specifically to athletes, 
however, may depend somewhat 
on the future agreements with 
the schools Washington hopes to 


work with, it was said.

Strictly amateur basis, in which 
it seeks to establish a working 
agreement with other schools, was 
taken to mean Washington would 
withdraw from the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference.

‘The Record Makers

RQM Decca come two jazz albums of major interest. One, 
FF ceorse Gershwin Jazz Concert,” has Eddie Condon-led 

groups doing present-day Nicksieland (offspring of Chicago 
jazz) on eight Gershwin tunes of the 1919-27 period. There is 
added pleasure in this music because none of its kind is avail- 
able here in person. The other album, newest of the Brunswick 
Coflector's Series,’ reissues eight 1927-29 New Orleans Jazz sides 
by Johnny Dodds's Black Bottom Stompers and the Beale Street 
Washboard Band. It's interesting to play the albums together 
and note the parallels in some of their stellar ensemble passages. 
Guitarist Condon is surrounded by 19 jazz luminaries, variously 
combined. Rocking sides are “’S Wonderful,” “Somebody Loves 
Me,” with great singing and tromboning by Jack Teagarden; 
“Oh, Lady Be Good,” Trumpeter Max Kaminsky really kicking; 
“Swanee,” sparked by Trumpeter Bill Butterfield, Pianist Jess 
Stacy, Trombonist Lou McGarity; “I'll Build a Stairway to 
Paradise,” with Ed Hall's clarinet solo one of the book’s best. 
Bobby Hackett’s Bix-inspired trumpet is showcased on “My 
One and Only.” Lee Wiley sings “Someone to Watch Over Me” 
and “The Man I Love” as Hackett supplies neat obbligato back- 
ground. Pee Wee Russell's clarinet solos are the album's biggest 
disappointments. 
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THE DODDS ALBUM contains “Weary Blues,” one of the 
rarest of collector's items, Like the others, it has plenty of 
Johnny’s famous low-register clarineting, also a remarkable 
rough trongbone solo by an unidentified player Louis Arm- 
strong, currently playing here, trumpets on this and an “New 
Orleans Stomp.’ Other tunes are “Come On and Stomp. Stomp, 
Stomp,” “After You’ve Gone,” only one sounding as though it 
might be dubbed instead of from an original master, “Joe Turner 
Blues,” “When Erastus Plays His Old Kazoo,” “Forty and Tight” 
and “Piggly Wiggly.” Last two, among the best of washboard 
records, has Baby Dodds, brother of Johnny, in rare washboard 
performances. Album, incidentally has “No. 1’ with the title, 
which may mean Decca’ will repress more by the same groups. 
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DUKE ELLINGTON’S “Black, Brown and Beige,” 
history of the Ameriaan Negro, is shortened up in a new Victor 
album of two 12-inch records. Its chronology differs consider- 
ably and its playing time is a little more than a third of the 
45-minute premiere performance at Duke’s 1943 Carnegie Hall 
concert. “BBB” is not dance music, for its tempos change often; 
it is not true symphony, for it is not in sonata form. It’s pro- 
gram «music, a series of solos knitted together by ensemble 
passages. The album's movements are “Work Song,” featur- 
ing Sonny Greer’s tympani, Tricky Sam’s Nanton’s growl trom-

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Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow

UNA-NOODLE casgerole is a 
T erent meal-in-a-dish idea to 

keep under your bonnet when 
you have little time for shopping, 
or when there is no meat in the 
butcher’s refrigerator. In fact, it 
is wise these days td keep that 
emergency shelf stocked with a 
few tins of fish like tuna, salmon, 
codfish, and alongside them have 
a few cans of evaporated milk 
and soup as well as a few pack- 
ages of rice, noodles, spaghetti, 
dry cherse, etc. With the staples 
that you will have on hand, you 
can always prepare nourishing 
food. With the prevailing scarcity 
of fat and a desire on the part of 
patriotic minded women to be 
thrifty, it is a good time here to 
point out that the oil in the can 
of tuna or salmon should be used. 


Drain it off before removing the 
fish, measure it and use it as part 
of the fat called for in the recipe. 
This fat supplies just as much 
energy as any other and the 
flavor will certainly tie in with all 
the others in the dish. If salmon 
is used instead. of tuna, use also 
the bones. When they are mashed 
up and returned to the fish, they 
are not noticeable and they con- 
tribute considerable calcium as 
well as flavor. The preparation 
of the noodles needs to be done 
with equal care. Because most 
of us are familiar with the rinsing 
of noodles or spaghetti in hot or 
cold water as soon as they are 
cooked to prevent the strands 
from sticking together, there is 
danger of overdoing this. One can 


continue this procedure long 


enough to wash out some of the 
flavor and food value. If it is done 
at all, it should be done quickly, 
and when they are to be used in 
the preparation of casserole dishes 
such as this, there is no need of 
rinsing—just drain the noodles 
thoroughly before putting them 
into a casserole. 


Tuna Noodle Casserole. 


Four ounces noodles, 10%-ounce 
tin mushroom soup, one cup milk, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one- fourth 
cup chopped green pepper, two ta- 
blespoons minced onion, one-half 
pound tuna fish, one cup grated 
cheese, two slices bread, one- 
fourth cup chopped parsley, one 
hard cooked egg yolk. 

Cook noodles in boiling salted 
water until just done, Combine 
mushroom soup, milk, salt, green 
pepper, and onion and mix well. 
Flake the tuna fish and add. Add 
the noodles and all but one-fourth 
cup of the grated cheese. Pour 
all into a well greased six-cup cas- 
serole, Sprinkle top with remain- 
ing cheese. Cut bread into small 
cubes and sprinkle over the cheese, 
Bake at 350 degrees F. for 35 min- 
utes. Sprinkle chopped parsley 
around ring of casserole and with 
egg yolk put through a sieve. Four 
servings.

MY DAY

LONDON. 

N regard to the refugee prob- 
| tem, we know that UNRRA 

comes to an end in Europe at 
the close of 1946, but no one has 
made a study of the best type of 
organization to undertake the 
handling of the problem in the 
future and its proper affiliation 
with the United Nations Organiza- 
tion. In the meetings of the so- 
cial, humanitarian and cultural 
committee this week, there have 
been several speeches on this 
question along much the same 
lines as had already been devel- 
oped. 


The resolution presented by the 
Russian delegate, Prof, A. A, Aru- 
tiunian, brought out the one real 
cleavage between our point of 
view and the thinking of the Rus- 
sians and Yugoslavs. They con- 
sider that there are only two main 
categories of refugees: first, those 
who wish to be repatriated, and 
secondly, those who do not wish 
to return to their homelands be- 
cause they are ‘“quislings, traitors, 
war criminals or collaborators.” 
They acknowledge that there may 
be a small group of Jewish refu- 
gees who have such unpleasant 
memories of their homelands that 
they no longer wish to return, but 
they consider thi sa _ relatively 
minor question. 
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HOWEVER, it seems to me es- 
sential that we have more con- 
crete information before we ask 
our various governments to com- 
mit themselves on any of the de- 
tails of future procedure in regard 
to refugees. It is said that, 
roughly, there are still a million 
displaced persons in Europe, but 
no one is sure that that figure is 
correct or will be correct three 
months from now—and no one 
knows the categories into which 
these remaining refugees will fit. 


Of course, if all the European 
governments had been stable for 
years past and if all of them were 
so secure that they had no fear 
of opposition, the matter might be 
as simple as the Russians make it 
sound, If people holding different 
views from the present govern- 


ments in their countries could live 
there unscathed and unhampered, 
just as we do in the United States, 
waiting and working for the 
achievement of their particular 
point of view but meanwhile abid- 
ing by the will of the majority, the 
problem would be easy. 

* * * 

YOU MUST, however, have a 
basic agreement on the type of 
government under which you live. 
In the United Stateg, when a Re- 
publican administration is in pow- 
er, the Democrats are constantly 
trying to persuade the voters to 
return them to power-—and vice 
versa. But our force is all exerted 
by the ballot under a basic constl- 
tution. It is a long time since the 
Civil War settled for us once and 
for all, I think, any question of 
armed force being used instead of 
the ballot. 

If, however, when the Democrats 
were out of power, they could not 
live freely and unhampered within 
our country, I doubt if they would 
like to be sent back there against 
their will, And that, I think, is 
where the real cleavage of opinion 
comes in the arguments on refu- 
gees that have been presented in 
our committee debate. 

* * 

THE POSITION of the United 
States, as presented in our resolu- 
tion, is that we should ask the eco- 
nomic and social council to set up 
a special commission to make a 
comprehensive study of the whole 
problem and formulate recommen- 
dations for action at the next ses- 
sion of the Assembly. , 

It is evident that speed wil] be 
required, but I cannot see how wo 
will help matters by trying to ac- 
cept a plan now which would not 
be based on any real factual 
knowledge. Neither can I see that 
it would help the special commis- 
sion if we outlined definite pro- 
cedures for them to follow, since 
they will undoubtedly meet new 
situations in the ¢ourse of their 
study. Naturally, they . should 
know how various nations feel 
and, for that reason, the speeches 
made in our committee should be 
“required reading,” but I hardly 
think it would help them if we 
laid down any definite premises,

THE NEWSPAPER can and should be the vital sparkplug 
of the city. It is the chief agency of adult education. From 
the time the average person quits school, until he dies, he de- 
rives most of his knowledge from the pages of a newspaper, 

Wilton Hall exemplifies the highest type of publisher and 
journalist. Twice in the past six years his newspapers have 
won top national awards for public service and general “spark- 
plugging” of their community. They have helped the surround- 
ing agricultural regions build up their fertility and diversify 
their crops. They have encouraged dairying and cattle raising 
in a former cotton territory. They have stimulated the poultry 
industry. 
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I KNOW these facts at first hand, for I visited Anderson 
and saw the foresight and farsightedness of the newspapers, 
which in turn reflect the civic-mindedness of their publisher 
and editors. 

Every newspaper should do much of the thinking and plan- 
ning and educating of its circulation area, not just about politics 
or criminal assault, but also about agriculture and manufactur- 
ing, medicine and psychology, plus a score of other fields. 

Except for reading and arithmetic, the schools exercise little 
Influence over us adults. We forget most of the content of our 
high school or college courses. But the newspaper keeps teach- 
ing us with every new edition. 
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EDITORS CAN BE our best statesmen and educators, for 
they influence us every day of our adult lives. 

I do not subscribe to that outmoded theory of journalism, 
namely, that a newspaper should simply mirror the life of its 
citizens. 

A modern editor should help steer the thinking of people 
toward better things ahead by furnishing the facts and helping 
focus attention on critical future issues. An editor is like an 
artist rather than a photographer. He should “highlight” vital 
facts, and not just mirror them.

EF two children are alike in char- 

acter, health, needs, or what 
not but many many people forget 
all that when they are fired with 
the idea of service to school chil- 
dren. All children must have milk 
at ten o’clock, they think, and 
how sad for one little boy or girl 
to be without. We will pay for 
their milk. Just slip them a glass 
of it along with the others and 
nobody will know. 


That is well meant. But sup- 
pose one child needs no milk at 
that hour? Suppose that giving 
him milk makes trouble for him? 
That happens. Mid-morning feed- 
ing of children .should not be 
done wholesale but according to 
individual need. Each mother 
should be consulted and her word 
followed. Some children are under 
medical care and their physicians 
as well as their mothers should 
be consulted. This will take some 
doing but when the investigations 
have been made and the child's 
peculiar need met, the work will 
be done, intelligently and effec- 
tively, 

Some children, those recovering 
from childhood’s diseases, especial- 
ly those recovering from scarlet 
fever, need special attention as 
to diet for some time after re- 
turning to school. Such children 
Should not be fed in school with- 
out the advice of the mother and 
the family physician. 


There are other liquids beside 
milk that some children ne dd. 
Some will need orange juice, 
tomato juice, plain water, each 
according to his need. It is the 
duty of those in charge of mid- 
morning lunches to make certain 
of the need of each child lest 
they do harm where good is in- 
tended. 


When a mother writes a note to 
the teacher saying, “Please do not 
give my child any mid-morning 
lunch,” accept her word and obey 
it. Should there be any doubt 
about it the physician should be 
consulted and his word taken as 
the law. What we want is what 
is best for each child. Beware of 
the statistics. Don’t begin piling 
up numbers of children fed, pints 
o. this and that consumed. That 
is misleading and dangerous. 
Study the individual child. Weigh 
and measure him, study his 
progress in school and plot his 
cure of growth, stay close to the 
teacher and the mother, and al- 
ways, keep that child in the cen- 
ter of vision. 

A hungry child cannot learn; 
neither can a sick child learn. It 
is the happy, healthy well-fed 
child who grows the best. Mid- 
morning feeding is only one ap- 
proach. Be careful about it.

Bare 
midriffs, basque treatments and 
wallpaper fit to bodices all have 
the tendency to taper the figure 80 
that even the woman with bulges 
can get some semblance of a trim 
waist.

West led his fourth-highest dia- 
mond: South won and, feeling that 
he probably would have to lose 
two hearts as well as the club ace 
—perhaps a second club trick, 
also—tried the desperation meas- 
ure of finessing for the spade 
king, to get rid of the losing dia- 
mond. This maneuver worked, 
and having discarded the diamond 
South now led the club queen. 
East ducked, and South then de- 
cided that he had better get out 
some trumps. He cashed the ace 
and led the six. East ducked, hop- 
ing that South had the queen-ten 
and would guess wrong, but 
South had little choice but to put 
up.the queen. 

Now declarer did what he 
should have done two tricks ear- 
lier—led a second round of clubs, 
At this point East made the excel- 
lent play of again holding up the 
club ace. He recognized that de- 
clarer would have to use one 
trump to return to his own hand, 
and that he could be forced again 
when he knocked out the club ace. 
That fact could be turned to good 
account by the defenders, but un- 
fortunately East slipped. South 
ruffed a diamond and led another 
club. East won and returned his 
spade, This forced South, all right, 
but he now had nine tricks home, 
and when he led a fourth club he 
was assured of the tenth trick. If 
West ruffed the club, South could 
ruff his formed diamond return; 
if East ruffed, the same thing held 
true. 

Observe the difference if East 
had led a diamond instead of the 
spade. South ruffs and leads a 
club, as before, but West discards 
his spade and after East ruffs, 
the natural spade return is fatal 
to the declarer, since West is over 
him in trumps.
